Christian  Student  Movement  Reaches  Out 


The  Christian  Student  Movement  on  the 

Mars  Hill  College  campus  attempted  in 

1973-1974  to  involve  people  in  a  process 

of  Christian  growth. 

Involvement  provided  opportunities  to

Bascom  Lamar  Lunsford  helped  to  bring 
the  skill  and  artistry 
of  Appalachian  folklore  and  music  to  the  world 
by  performing  at  the  White  House  and 
before  Queen  Elizabeth  of  England, 
by  recording  over  three  thousand 
ballads  and  folksongs 
for  the  Library  of  Congress, 
and  by  writing  two  booklets 
concerning  folklore  and  ballads.
